The Shorlc DUttnotly Felt Six Mllet 
Away — Fourteen Thottaaud Pounds of 
FMvdar So Vf— Bltattf HsMis Flaoh 
BUwn S0« Tarda— Fifty WwlUMm'o 
Mlraealoos Eaoape. 

Catlettsburo, Ky., Aug. 15. — An 
exploaion that shook every building in 
the town took place at 8:80 o'clock yM- 
twday morning. So<.m after it waa 
learned that the lar^^e powder mill at 
Central City. W. Va., six miUsfn.m 
bere, waH blown up by an accidental 
diecharge of powder. 

All the eniiiloycs of the factory were 
busily engagf-d iit tiieir work wlien the 
awful explosion occurred. How it oc- 
curred no one knows. In an instant 
there waa a miphty inhock. Smoke and 
pieces of human flefh could be seen in 
the air, The air was like a black cloud 
filled with eferything imaginable. Pieces 
of the building were blown for a mile or 
more. 

Ihe building in wtich tlie powder 
was stored was about 20 by a*.' f« i l. As 
only the two men who are mi.ssm^ v,er«» 
in the dt«troyed house at the time, it is 
believed by the einployes who esca^ied 
that the missing men were w^orkmjj 
when they accidentally atruck Bomethini; 
^-ith a hamnwr, wludi canaed the ex- 
plosion. 

The building from which the explosion 
occuiTed is totally destroyed, and not a 
trace of it remains. Persons wh(i had 
never visited the place before could not 
tell where the building had been situat- 
ed. As far as can be ascertained there 
are two men missing and one seriously 
injured, while several are slightly hurt. 

J. W. Bales, of Huntington, W. Va., 
^•lis missing. At !♦ o'clock parts of his 
remains were found under the river 
bank about JUH) yards from the pla«ve. 
The only part about tlie body that cun 
be identified is the hair. Mr. Balta 
leaves a wife who is prostrate over the 
lose of her liusband. Timothy Cooney, 
of the east, is also missing. 

A man s foot was .found about 21)0 
yards from the place. Men are search- 
ing all parts of the sroondsfor his body, 
or parts of Us body, Mthqraiagr be 
found. 

George Wella* ikon waa fhKstured by 

a falling timber and he cannot recover. 
Drs. Hopkins, Whortcm. Sturgill and 
Bhearley, of Ceredo, as well as the 
Huntington physician were in attend- 
ance applying the proper remedy to 
th^ injured. 

A Mr. Justice was badly cut on the 
h«td and arm by ;i piece of timber. As 
near as can be iisccrtained, there were 
five others, ^vhose names could not be 
learned, who were slightly injured. 

The authorities have stationetl police 
at every entrance to prevent the tnrong 
01' people rushing near the destroyed 
buildings. Almost every buililinL' is 
more or les.s destrc^ycd in some way. 

There yet remains one niaga/ine filled 
witli j.owder which did not e.vijlud*', and 
it is feare<l tiiat it will cati h tiro and 
cau.se a worse e.xplusion than lias. 

The amount of powder said to have 
been bumea was nearly 14,000 pounds. 
There were ;U>out fifty men employed at 
the time, and as it was uo one comd tell 
how they escaped alive. 

None of me machinery was in opera- 
tion, and had been stopped for about (ivn 
minutes. This factory has not bei-u in 
operation more than two months. The 
factory Is situated in the upper end I'f 
Wayne county, W. Va., about six. miles 
from here. 

The report was distinctly heard here, 
and even shook the houses. A black 
piece of smoke could be seen coming up 
from behind the hills which looked 
much like a rain cloud, bat it soon 
cleared uwa>- and was plain tO tlie peo- 
I)le what hud happened. 

The dwelling hoose of John Webb, 
• half mile from the wem, WM badly 
shaken np. Even the dishes on the table 
were broken into pieces. 

The screams fnnn women were heard 
from several places, asking: "Was my 
hnsband or my son hurt?" 

A part of the machinery was totally 
destroyed, while other parts were not 
hurt. An iron shaft weigning nearly 600 
pounds waa carried a dlawtnce of 800 

factory is said to hare cost $100,- 
000. The damage done by the ozniosion 
will not be leas than tl0,0d0. Oo» of 
tbe employes relatad the follow- 
ing story: "I oaoM to work at the 
nsnal * tune this morning. We had 
been at work abont one hour and a half. 
At the time of tbe explosion the machin- 
ery waa not ronning. I heard the report 
and ran ont to see what happened. The 
air was filled with pieces of timber, go- 
ing in all directions. Soon they began 
to fall here and there so thick that I 
found it difficult to keep from being hit. 
I dodged them the.best I conld. Imt was 
stmck on the shoulder by a]^eoeof 
board and knocked senseless. Aa aoon 
as I had regained consciousness I made 
my way to the place where I knew Mr. 
Bales and Mr. Cooney had been at work. 
When I reached the spot not a trace of 
their bodies could be found." 

Not long after tite explosion people 
commenced to arrire from anrroandug 
houses, inquiring whether or not tibelr 
friends had been hurt. Aa it is, every 
building i» damaged in aome way, and 
it will require aome tima to MOoUd 
what has been destroyed.

MRS. aOLK D EAP. 

Vha Wife of a President Ulaa at Kashvllle, 

A ted as. 

Nashville. Aug. 16.— Mrs. Sarah 
Polk, widow of President James K. 
Polk, died at the Polk mansion in this 

city at T::{0 o'clock Fridny morning. Her 
death was thut of a < hristian. She sank 
gently to rest with, nit a straggle. Hhe 
was surrounded by the members of the 




immediate family, and just before her 
death she called them up, and placing 
her h;tnil upon their JioMfls r)fT»re(l a 
prayer and Messirnrs. fler remains will 
be laid in the vault besiiles those of her 
ftistinguished husband. Mrs. Polk was 
88 years of age. 

Mrs. Polk was Sarah Chf.dresa, dai^- 
ter of .Toel and Eliiabcth Cliildraaa. Ihe 
wa^ born Sept. 4, 1808, near M mfk aea- 
boro, Tenn. 

Her folks wera Praab^'teriaus, and 
when she was fifteen years old she was 
sent to complete her edncatiov at the 
Moravian institute, at Salem. N. C, 
the state of her parents' natiri^. 

In 1834, when aha waa twenty-<me, 
she was married to Mr. Polk, at that 
time a member of the Tennessee legis- 
lature. Tne next year he was sent to 
congreae, and waa a member of the 
honae of representatives fourteen years. 
During this time Mia. Polk uaoally 
spent her wintera with her huaband in 
Washington, where she took a high po- 
sition. 

In 1884, while redding on Ma Polk's 
little plantation, near Oredada, Miss., 
Mrs. Polk joined the Presbyterian 
church, of which body she ramained a 
member till her death. 

When her huaband waa elected gov- 
ernor of Tennessee Mrs. Polk accom- 
panied him to Nashville, and presided in 
the executive mansion m the state. 

la 1S45 she went with Presidaot-elec 
Polk to Washington, and was installed 
mistress of the White House. For her 
duties in this position she was well ooal- 
iiied, by her long experience in 'Wash- 
ington aociety. During the four yeara of 
Mr. Polk'a term aa prasident, UMther he 
nor she attended the theater, though 
both had been frequenters of the theater 
before that time. 

President Polk spent all his salary in 
living in good style, and Mrs. Polk was 
very p(jpular and snccessftil in adminis- 
tering the hospitalities of the presiden- 
tial mimsion. 

Since the civil war Mrs. Polk has said 
ef herself and of her svmpathles and of 
her principles as relateti thereto: 

"When It caiue to actual conflict and 
the lives of the people with whom I 
always had lived and whose ways were 
my ways were at stake, my sympathies 
were with them. But my sympalliies 
did not involve my prim/iples, and I 
always have belonged, and do now be- 
long, to the whole coimtrv. Mr. Polk 
wiiH an emancipationist and I concurred 
with him fully, and would have carried 
out his views to the last if I could. 
But the end came sooner than he ex- 
pected, sooner than I expected, and set- 
tled all for us. It was the work of prov- 
idence. The question is dead, it is not 
even necessary to talk of it, and I have 
no complaints to make. I am content." 

PRESID ENT HAW RiioN. 

He Will Not lie • CaudldaU Baltoa the 
BepubUean Conventioa. 

Cbicaoo, Aug. IS.— A special to The 
Herald from Cape May says: President 
Harrison wul, before the meeting of the 
Republican national convention of 18y:.'. 
declare over his own signature, in the 
most emphatic manner, that he is not a 
candidate for the nomination to be made 
by that eouTention. 

The president decided uponthla course 
within the laat two weeka. and hia pur- 
ooae in calling hither, a few daya ago, 
Chairman Clarkaon, of the national 
committee, and Stephen B. Hlkina was 
to tell thoae gentlemen that they might 
inform thoae Bepublioana who are taluig 
aides either for or against the rmomlna- 
of the rest that thay are doing so un- 
necessarily. 

The decision of the president not to 
permit his ntune to go before the con- 
vention was made with some reaerva- 
tlons. These reservations depend up- 
on three conditions: First, if the 
mreaent bitter opposition within the 
Republican par^ to Mr. Har- 
rison's renomination shall continue 
till next spring he will withdraw: 
second, if Mr. Blaine shall be well and 
strong enough to teka the nomination, 
and tne party'a MBumd for him con- 
ttaiaaa aa atrong and aincere aa it ap- 
paara at the present time. Mr. Harrison 
will withdraw; third, if Mr. Blaine hav- 
ing Bufficient health and strength, shall 
be willing to take the nominatioa Mr. 
Harrison will withdraw. 

The information that the president 
has reached this decision is from a 
source not to be questioned as to its ac- 
curacy and trustworthiness. Mr. Kaine 
knows that tha jraaident ocoupioe that 
position.

New Y^>rk. Aug. irt.—R. O. Dun A 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
The prohibition of exports of rye by 

Russia. Iw'fause of official declaration 
that famine is pending, has suddenly af- 
fected the grain markets of the world. 
Russia usuady exports about 5O,OOO,O0(j 
bushels of rye, and men reason that 
other grain in large quantities will b« 
required. 

Crop pro-:j)ects grow brighter every 
day, and witli assurances that the coun 
try will not only have enormous supplier 
of grain, but a market for it at good 
prices, business is improving throughout 
the north. The movement begins close 
to the farms: potintry merchants art 
buying more ireely. and their purchasee 
are felt by w u.lesalers and manufactur- 
ere. Trade at Boston shows jmpi"ove- 
ment. wool sales reaching 3.7.V2.OO0 
pounds, and demand for goods improv- 
ing, < "(»t 
mand. 

At Phi!ailelpl!ia there is general im- 
provement, oarticnlarly in wool and 
woolens, in uress goods, in paints and 
in tobticoo. At Cleveland trade shows 
some imnroramsnt, though iron is de- 
moralized. At Fort Wavne improve- 
ment is noticed, although the build- 
ing trade is HO per cent, behind last 
year's, but at Cincinnati trade is only 
fair, southern business being smaller. 
At Chicago increase is noted in almost 
every branch of trade except cured 
meats, wheat receipts being five-fold last 
year's. At St. Lonis business is increas- 
ing in almost all lines, tbongh lumber 
and building materiala are doll, and at 
Kansas Citjr the cattle and packing 
trades are light and wheat not moving 
freely, bat general tend* la improTia| 
and healthy. At St FSnl bnJnaaa ft 
unusually brisk and country aaatohMita 
buving very freely. 

The sontb is in verv diffarant condi> 
tion. The great snrplns of cotton laat 
y ear, and nie prospect of an eanally 
large crop this year, tlnanten a lower 
price than prodncera Mm 
trade and coUootiona M» ho^t 
that section. 

There is diatlnet lmi»POT»inent in the 
demand for cotton goods which milla 
can now prodnce with profit at lower 
prices than ever. Actoal salee of clothe 
mg and of wooHas gooda appear to ba 
larger la a«M«iag»ta ^tuok vrWt\n* 
the BumnnetakKa^k jswh amkan^ipad 
bv oompamttva acsawsaaa of ortoafbt 
the fntnre. The moaatary naosvtaiBty 
operates to prevent taiga oaaamltttaaH 
in advance.

cents for stove, to take eifect Sept. 1 , al- 
though the market is still dull, and the 
shipments since Jan. 1 have be<>n 2,938,- 
991 tons greater than la»t year. The 
advance in prices dnring the past year 
has averaged naarijrS par oast la all 
commodities. 

Foreign trade continnes to improve, 
for while imports decline largely, the ex- 
ports for two weeks of August have ex- 
ceeded by nearly 19 per cent, those of 
the corresponding weeks last yeai-. In 
the main tbe interior markets are in 
fairly good condition excepting at the 
Bcutn. and at Philadelphia confidence is 
gaining; at Boston rates are easy; at 
Chicago money is in healthy demand, 
with supply sufficient for legitimate 
trade, axA at Rt. Louis rates are 7 to 
per cent., with no money going into 
speculation e.xcept in grain. If Surope 
is able to send cosh for all the food it 
will require this year, it ie probable that 
tills country will not lack money long. 

The business failures occurring 
throughout the country during the laat 
seven davs number: For the United 
Stat<?8 302, and for Canada 25, or a total 
of 227, as compare<i with a total of 281 
litst week and 247 the week previous to 
the last. For the corresponding week 
of hist year the figures were 107, repre- 
senting 174 failures in the United States 
and 23 in the Domion of Canada. 

BALMACEDA KNOWS NO LAW.

Was«uxoton, Aug. 15.— The Chilian 
ceagtaaalonal anvoya In Waahiagtpa 
have raoaivad advices from Chili which 
tiiey say confirm the statements hereto- 
fore made tliat Presidaut Balmaceda had 
removed all the .iudges in the country 
and had apjiointed othtr ji^-rsontt to their 
places. The judges removed include the 
chief justice of the supreme court and 
his six associate justices, the judges of 
the courts of appeal and aU tba dmrlot 
judges. 

The envoys say this action of Balma- 
ceda is in direct defiance of Article lO.'* 
of the constitution of Chili, which jiro- 
vides that these judges shall be appoint- 
ed for life and shall be removed only

The Snow barn which Dr. Jno. M. 
Frasee has on his farm near Oerman- 
town is attracting a great deal of atten- 
tion in that section, especially from those 
who are interested in growing tobacco. 
The bam was erected to test the new 

and improved method of e'.iriiiL' tobacco, 
and the test is proving a success beyond 
a doubt. 

The jdan is entirely <lifrerent from 
the old method. As the leaves 
mature and ripen they are broken 
from the stalk, placed in ba.sket.s 
made especially for the purpose, 
and hauled to the barn. The sticks used 
are provided with wires on which the 
leaves are strung and the sticks are then 
placed in racks in the barn. 

The curing is done by heat, the furnace 
l)eing placed in the basement of the build- 
in;,'. The inventor clai 111- iliat ahalf cord 
of wooil will cure 2,000 pounds quicker 
than 800 pounds can be cured on the 
stalk in Die common log bam with two 
cords of wood. 

By this plan the grower is enabled to 
( lire every leaf oo the stalk. This is a 
liin saving, as the lower leaves are gener- 
ally lost entirely or make ]KX>r tnwh if 
left on the i)lant until it ripens. 

The barn l)r. Fra/ee has on his farm 
will hold from 1,000 to l,r>00 pounds. He 
began curing his crop tiiia year about 
.\ngust Ist. The bam has been filled 
twiic and was lilled Thursday for 
the third time. As the tobacco is cured 
it Is taken out and placed In the balk. It 
roqiiires only five or six ilays to cure a 
barn. It makes a very bright leaf. 

The teventor dcfaM llwltbls method 
of curiuK adds 15 par CCBt. to the wei^'ht 
of the tobacco and 500 per cent to its 
valae. If tills can be done no one will 
ipipstion that it's to the interest of the 
farmers to adopt the now plan of curing 
The BinLUnasagpals to Dr. Frazee to 
exhibit some samples cured by the new- 
process at the Maysville fair next week.

CONSULAR CERTIFICATES 

Necessary Uefore Chlnamea Will Be
